‘We believe that every preacher and other Christian 
leaders in the state should accept this challenge. Moreover, 
we would challenge the gentlemen who made it to join in 


an all-out effort to bring about better enforcement of this |. 


law. 

It should be said in the beginning, however, that the 
clergy and other drys in the state have stood for enforce- 
ment of the prohibition law all along, and have been 
doing something about it. There are innumerable instances 
where preachers and others have actively sought the en- 
forcement of this law, and encouraged officials who were 
enforcing it. —~ 

We also call attention to the fact that the preachers 
are not responsible for the so-called “hypocritical condi- 
tion about which so much has been said and written as a 
reason for repeal of the prohibition law. The “hypocrisy 
is based upon the fact that our state is taxing an illegal 
commodity through what is commonly called the “black 
market tax.” It should be remembered that the clergy did 
not pass this law, neither have they ever favored it. In- 
stead, they have continually sought its repeal. The gentle- 
men of the legislature placed this tax law upon the statute 
books, so they must’ accept the responsibility for any “hy- 
pocrisy” which has resulted from it. 1 

Many of the preachers of the state along with multi- 
tudes of other Christian citizens did favor and work for the 
retention of the prohibition law, because they sincerely be 
lieve that conditions in our state under prohibition are far 
better than they would be under repeal. They are glad, of 
course, that the majority of the members of the legislature 
agreed with their position. However, they are not “gloat- 
ing” over the victory, but simply thanking God that the 
curse of legalized liquor was not brought upon our state. 

More Can Be Done 

At the same time those who favor prohibition will 
agree that much more can be done and needs to be done 
to bring about greater respect for the law and more effec- 
tive enforcement. The situation can certainly be improved, 
and the time has come for more positive action. We believe 
that there are several steps which the preachers and other 
drys can take now. 

1. There should. be more preaching concerning the 
evils of liquor. The Bible is clear in its condemnation of 
drinking and drunkenness, so the preacher, under command 
to-preach the whole Word of God, certainly has authority 
to preach on this theme. One can almost hear some of the 
prophets of old thundering against the drinking of Israel. 
The New Testament is equally strong in its condemnation 
of drinking. Enlightening and informative preaching on this 
subject are needed today to lead more Christians to stand 
against liquor in all of its forms. 

2. There should be a greatly increased program of al- 
cohol education. This is needed to offset the continual 
bombardment of “wet” propaganda on television, radio 

‘and press. A widespread program of teaching the truth 
concerning alcohol will offset the false teachings being 
planted in the minds of youth. The Department of Tem- 
perance of the Convention Board, the Training Union, and 
other groups offer splendid materials for use in such a 
teaching program. They should be used in every church. 

3. Churches should call for new dedication of per- 
sonal lives and homes to total abstinance from alcoholic 
beverages. There is no justification for drinking on the 
part of any~Christian. A rallying of Christians against 
the whole liquor traffic would strengthen ‘many adults 
and set a much needed example for all our youth. 

Organized Action 

4. All over the State there should be positive Chris- 
tian action to support better enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion law. Why should not Christian citizens of each county 
be called together frankly to face the problem and encour- 
age the elected officials? Business and professional men 
and women, civic leaders, and leaders from all denomina- 
tions should join together in this action. Perhaps a perman- 

“ent organization should be effected. The enforcement offi- 
cials, both county and municipal, should be invited to con- 
fer with the p concerning the enforcement of the pro- 
hibition law. We believe that most of the elected officials 
fully desire to enforce the law, and will be happy to know 
of the encouragement and backing of responsible citizens. 
Others who may have been somewhat lax in enforcement 
of this law, will, we believe, sit up and listen when a con- 
certed movement in the county demands action.

The eraser 
of Christ in the Great Commis-| #8 
sion (Matt. 28:18-20) is clear that 
he should be baptized. Then, 
who should baptize him? Chris- 
tians are equal and therefore 
do not have authority over one 
another. George.W. McDaniel 
stated, “Members of the New 
Testament churches were equal 
in rank and privileges. Our 
Saviour condemned the custom 
of giving one superiority over 
others. In a body of equal mem- 
bers authority is shared. B. H. 
Carroll said, “The church is a 
pure democracy. Indeed, it is 
the only one in the world. 

There is no. disbarment of 
franchise on account of race, 
education, wealth, age or sex. In 
Christ Jesus there is neither 
Jew nor Greek, barbarian, bond, 
or free, man or woman or child. 
All its members are equal fel- 
low citizens, and the majority 
decides. It is of the people, for 
the people, by the people. This 
democracy receives and dismiss- 
es its members, chooses or de- 
poses its own officers, and man: 
ages its own ‘affairs. 

When a person accepts Christ 
and presents himself to a 
church for baptism, it is up to 
that church to take action grant- 
ing or denying his request. The 
group may authorize his bap- 
tism and designate one from its 
midst to act for it is baptizing 
the candidate. 

Church groups that baptize a 
person without voting to do so 
do one of two things in prac- 
tice. They do not recognize bap- 
tism to be a church ordinance 
or they hold that the authority 
of the church rests not in the 
hands of its members but in the 
hands of the pastor. 

All Not Qualified 

Not everyone who might seek 
to be baptized is necessarily 
qualified. Occasionally some- 
one will ask, “You wouldn’t 
really turn anyone down, would 
you?” Certainly, a person should 
be denied baptism who is not 
qualified. A church should not 
baptize a lost person if it knows 
him to be such. 

A preacher of another faith 
argued that everyone who asked
